One 
man wrote me “We should collect for 
pleasure, not for profit, and anyhow, 
how do you know the 5c Olympic is a 
good stamp to put away for a large 
profit 20 years from now? 


In the first place, that article was 
not addressed to stamp collectors as 
collectors. It was meant for the man 
who wants to invest some money in a 
safe place for his Kid, and in a way 
that will help him educate that Kid. 
Please keep that point in mind before 
jumping me again. 


I had to tell my friend I didn’t 
know that the 5c Olympic is a fine 
20 year investment. But I think it 
is. I’m in the position of your stock 
broker. You go to him and tell him 
you have some money to invest, and 
ask him to recommend a good invest- 
ment. He'll look gyise and hem and 
haw and then tell you what is a fine 
thing to put your money in, with all 
safety and a great chance for future 
increase in value in addition to good 
dividends. He says that because he 
knows its earnings over a period of 
years, knows it is a staple industry, 
has faith in the management, and so 
on. But you ask him to give you a 
written guarantee that it will prove 
a good investment, and watch him 
have a fit! 


So it is with me. I know there are 
a lot of stamps that would not have 
paid interest on the investment, if 
; put away 20 years ago. But I also 

know a lot that would have made most 
| noble investments. And I still think

So do dealers and collectors to whom 
I have talked on the matter. 


You may think that so many people 
will put them away that they can’t 
go up much, but you put them away 
for 20 years (Or 17 years, when the 
Kid is ready for college) and see if 
I’m not right. The history of the 
stock market shows that it is almost 
impossible for the ordinary person 
to resist taking a good profit. A man 
buys a stock as an investment. As 
soon as it makes good he gets an 
insane desire to cash in, and the record 
shows that 99 times out of 100 he 
sells it and jingles his profits a bit 
and then buys something else, while 
if he had held it he would have be- 
come well off, what with stock divi- 
dends of 50%, 100%, increased cash 
dividends and so on. 


You stick to it. Put your stamp 
investment away until the Kid is ready 
for ‘college Then sell enough to start 
the Kid off, and sell some more each 
year. to keep the Kid going, and each

year I think you’ll sell at a higher 
price. Of course I won’t be here to be 
patted on the back or cussed out, but 
I’m beginning to wish I might be, 
just to see how good my judgment 
was. 


And, just to argue a little more 
with the critics of that article, did 
you read recently of the stock of 
stamps of the late E. T. Parker, of 
Bethlehem, Pa.? His principal office 
was there, but he also had a little 
one in New York, where we used to 
visit many years ago. And a fine 
fellow he was. 


Well, the news recently was made 
public that he had left a great stock 
of stamps, many of which he had 
bought as far back as 35 and 40 
years ago, had put in envelopes and 
stowed away in vault or safe deposit 
box and then had never touched. Dr. 
Babcock of Detroit has been apprais- 
ing that stock for some time back, 
and now Fred Farnham is just start- 
ing to sell them off at auction. Fred 
says in the first catalog of the sale, 
“It may surprise the friends of Mr. 
Parker to know that the stock will 
catalog several hundred thousand 
dollars.” 


Man, dear, does that tickle me! 
Did a good business for many years, 
but also for many years bought what 
he thought was good stuff, stowed it 
away and let it lie—and now it cata- 
—_ “several hundred thousand dol- 
ars.” 


So I feel very old and very wise. 
Here is a pleasant, quiet little man 
who took my advice 35 years before 
it was given, and left an estate in 
which the stamps alone will net his 
heirs a quarter of a million dollars.

I have been informed that Granville, 
Ohio, has a new handstamp but have 
not seen any examples at yet. David 
W. Angevine of McPherson, Kans., 
submits a 3c Stuart from Salina in 
U-82 type. Other 3c Stuarts picked 
up lately are of Joliet, Ill., Lancaster, 
Pa., U-12 type, Newport, Ky., U-60, 
New Brunswick, N. J., in a hand- 
stamp. A new 3c Olympic from 
Greenfield, Mass., in U-71. 





G. D. Morton of Dallas, Texas, sub- 
mits two interesting precancels. The 
first a le ord. from Tyler, Texas, in 
a typewriter type and a product of a 
mimeograph. Tyler and Texas are all 
capitals and for the lines above and 
below they have used seven or eight 
asterisks. Quite unique. The other 
one was a 25c from Bristol, Va., in a 
very small typeset affair without 
lines or bars. Mr. Morton tells of the 
difficulties Dallas has of getting a 
firm to print their postage due pre- 
cancels. They left the job out for 
bids but received nary a one and so 
in the meantime they have to precan- 
cel the postage dues with a roller 
killer type of which Mr. Morton sent 
several specimens. 





A card from Mr. Chapman of San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, tells me of the 
trouble the local postmaster has with 
his new handstamp. He is trying to 
use the old type ink with the new 
stamp and it doesn’t work so hot. Mr. 
Chapman says he evidently did not 
read his instructions or know that 
printers ink should be used with these 
new handstamps. I was also glad to 
get this card from Mr. Chapman for 
it proved that he weathered the big 
blow down there although he men- 
tioned nothing about it.

The last type is one 
of the new handstamps as yet not 
given a place in the universal style 
chart. The type is a little bit simi- 
lar to U-54 Athens in caps but of a 
smaller size than U-54 while Ohio is 
of caps also but thin and condensed. 
Eight varieties in this type including 
the 4c Taft. Albert Lee, Minn., in 
two types. Twelve varieties in U-1 
in a fine unlisted 3c double. Eleven 
varieties in the U-53 type with the 
2c Edison the best. I found this one 
at my old stamping ground the paper 
mill took it off the box myself. Aus- 
tin, Minn., only a 5c comp. in U-82 
type.

The 
odd values seem to escape me, have 
only 9, 11, and 25 down, even missed 
the %c.

A Million Francs for a Cover 


A group of French collectors have 
posted an offer of one million francs 
for the first envelope ever carried by 
air mail, providing the envelope can 
be found and its authenticity proved. 

The cover which is sought is a sin- 
gle envelope carried aloft by a 
Frenchman, Jean-Pierre Blanchard, 
on January 9th, 1793, from a Phila- 
delphia prison court-yard to prove the 
military and commercial possibilities 
of balloons. 

The letter enclosed therein bore the 
signature of George Washington, ad- 
dressing good-will to the American 
citizens. After a flight of 45 min- 
utes the balloon landed at Woodbury, 
N. J., and this first airmail letter was 
delivered to the Mayor. 

The United Press states that the 
flight is a matter of historical record 
and that if this envelope can be found 
it will be officially recognized as be- 
ing the first air-mail letter.
